Anthropomorphiam is the doctrine that God exists 
in a human form, and is, in some high sense, subject 
to operations, like those of the human intellect, to an- 
ger, hatred, repentance, &c. This doctrine results 
from an erroneous, and too literal a view of certain 
texts of Scripture, which speak ef God as having 
arms, hands, eyes, &c. &e. and as being angry with 
the wicked, hating men with a perfect hatred, &c. 

Universalists have always been opposed to this doc- 
trine. They believe that it is language adapted to 
the capacities of aw infant world, not philosophically 
and literally trae. We are bappy to find that other 
denominations are beginning to perceive and acknowl- 


edge the prepriety of our views on this subject. In 
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| therefore, exerting such deletr

Among us. every one sees the absurdity of 
a dvctrine. We know that such: ex- 
pressions are not intended to be understood 
literally. The propriety of using them at 
all arises wholly from the imperfection of 
language and of human minds. They are 
most needed in those rude states of society, 
in Which mind and languége are most imper- 
fect. They are mere expedients to which 
the mind resorts, in order, to apprehend with 
more clearness, something whic.: it needs to 
know concerning God. “He taketh up the 
isles as a very littl thing,” isa mode of 
speaking or thinking, intended only to aid us 
in conceiving of his power and greatness. 

Another form of anthropomorphisin, far 
less gross but equally real, consists in attrib- 
uting human passions and affections to God. 
This has a similar origin to the former. We 
can understand the feelings of a man, he- 
cause we are of the same nature, and have 
feelings of the same kind ourselves. But we 
cannot thus understand God. Our nature is 
human, and net divine; and therefore, the 
supposition that he has such feelings as we 
have can be but partially correct. Yet, in 
order to know how we ought to feel toward 
God, we find it necessary to think of him as 
having certain feelings towards us. Do we 
ask whether we may feel sate in a course of 
sin?

Inpran Battie. The New-Orleans Cour- 
ier coatains a long aceount of an engage- 
ment between a party of nine Americans and 
one hundred and sixty four ‘Towaconie Indi- 
ansin the province of ‘Texas, in Nov. last.— 
The Americans having been advised of the 
intended attack, prepared for defence on a 
stnall island in the Sc. Soba river, which was 
completely surrounded by the Indians, who 
kept up a heavy fire. Being driven back, an 
ludian crawled along and set fire to the leaves 
and grass to the windward of the encamp- 
ment, which with much difficulty was ex- 
tinguished with buffalo robes, deer skins, &c.

In answer to “Qin a corner” we would 
say that if he would learn the culture of 
Strawberries we would refer him for the first 
principles to Dame Nature. If he will take 
the trouble to look about him next summer 
he will find that she raises the best strawher- 
ries on rich moist ground. Therefi rearich 
plat in the garden—one that contains a good- 
ly quantity of vegetable mould would be suit- 
able for strawberries and some artificial 
method of watering them might be adopted. 
Shallow trenches or gutters might be so laid 
asto convey sufficient moisture, — Some lay 
brick along, Which retain the moisture: and 
give it out gradually. The kinds or varieties 
to be cultivated must depend very much on 
taste. We would however recommend the 
earliest variety he can get—then the Methven 
on account of its good size and fruitfulness, 
and then the bunch or bush Alpine, on ac- 
count of its bearing till frost comes.

butter. Would you know the reason? Be- | 
cause those who purchase are unwilling to 
give more for good butter than they will for 
poor. With them itis all of a price. No dis- 
crimination is made; and the person who has 
spent much time, and laborand care to make 
good palatable buiter,loses it all for she is paid 
no more, than one who troubles herself no 
further than to retain as much buttermilk as 
possible in it, for the sake of making more 
weight. We noticed this last surnmer.—We 
were one day chatting with astore keeper 
when there came ina comely, neat good look- 
ing woman and asked him what he gave for 
butter: nine pence Mu’am, store-pay, if it is 
good. I believe it is good said she very mod- 
estly. I have taken much pains with it, and 
was in hopes to have got ‘more than that.— 
I will look at it ma’am but I can’t give you 
more than that. The butter was according- 
ly exhibited. It was neatly packed in a box, 
and the box enveloped in one or two wrap- 
pers of wet cloth to keep the butter cool, 
It was very nice and good but the woman 
could get no more than nine-pence, store pay. 
A short time after, in came a bouncing lass— 
the very reverse of the good woman before 
mentioned, for she was slip-shod; and her 
face and hands spoke pleinly that soap and | 
water were nol over intimate with them. Buy | 
butter here? Yes ma’am if it is good. What | 
ye give?—nine-pence, slore pay. A pail was

Asabella Grape. This 
within a short time, has he 
as anative of South Carolina, and suppo- 
sed to have been introduced into our 
state by Mrs. Isabella Gibbs, and brought | 
into generally notice by Mrs. Prince who 
discovered it in the garden of Mrs Gibbs, 
in 1846; butrecent observation go far 
to show that the same grape was cultiva- 
ted before the time mentioned; but that it | 
Is a native grape, and received its notorie- 
ty trom Mr. Prince, we think few will de- 
ny, and all must honour his judgment in 
placing itamong the best of our native 
varieties. The vine is a hardy one, with- 
standing the most severe winters in the 
United States, rank in growth, and very 
productive. Some vines in this village of 
three years’ growth, produced the last sea- 
son not less than three bushels of grapes. 
The clusters are of good size, the berries 
hanging rather loose upon the cluster, and 
of an oval form, and when fully ripe, ofa 
dark purple color;the skin is thin, the pulp 
moderately tough, but is said to dissolve 
in the fermentation when used for wine, — 
When fully ripe, it is preferable for the ta- 
ble to many of the European grapes. 

The Alexander Grape. This grupe |
